Simultaneous with the movement pro- 
viding for carrying people to places of 
refuge outside the city was the prompt 
effort to transport supplies from all 
directions, and the record runs of re- 
lief trains broke all the transcontinen- 
tal freight tram records. 
Up to the 


night of May :;ist the Southern Pacific 
h-uJ handled free 2.000 cars of freight 
of all sorts for the benefit of the suf- 
ferers. In handling this freight as 
well as passenger traffic relief trains j 
had the right of way everywhere.—C.
